Department of the Army authorization, through a Corps permit, is required to conduct regulated activities within
waters of the United States. This requirement holds even in emergency situations. The Corps does nof issue

"emergency permits" per se, but does implement significantly snodified procedures fo evaluate permit
applications during emergency situations. Permit decisions may be made in a matter of days or hours depending
upon the urgency of the situation.

33 CFR 325.2(e)(4) provides for the implementation of expedited processing procedures for the review,
coordination, and decision making of Corps permit applications during emergency situations. These regulations
also define an "emergency" as a situation that would result in an vnacceptable hazard to life, a significant Joss of
property, or an immediate, unforeseen, and significant economic hardship if corrective action requiring a permit
is not undertaken within a time period less than the normal time needed to process the application under
standard procedures.

On 8 January 2007 the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers South Pacific Division (SPD) provided guidance that
extended their previously issued 1 January 1998 Program Guidance Letter (PGL), PGL 0-98-01, to 31
Decermber 2010, This PGL addresses the submission of requests for implementation of Emergency Procedures
under the provisions of 33 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) Part 325.2(e)(4). These documents are attached
to advise all inferested parties of the special processing procedures developed by the South Pacific Division.
These procedures are mandatory when requesting implementation of expedited processing for an individual
permit application. .

. In many cases, responses to emergency situations that require a Corps permit may be authorized very guickly
through a variety of General Permits, including Nationwide Permits and Regional General Permits (RGPs). In
the Los Angeles District, RGP 63 was established to address emergency situations where the work would result
in minimal effects to the environment. However, potential applicants should be advised that in order fora project
to be consistent with the strict definition of the term “emergency” used in RGP 63, there must be “a clear, sudden,
unexpected, and imminent threat to life or property demanding immediate action to prevent or mitigate loss of, or
damage to, life, health, property or essential public services.” In addition, RGP 63 imposes a number of important
conditions on the permittee, including submission of a post-project report to the Corps within 45 days of project
completion. As aresult of non-compliance with permit conditions, a permit may be suspended, revoked, or

- modified, and Class 1 administrative penalties may be assessed pursuant to Section 30%(g) of the Clean Water Act,
The reanthorization of this RGP in 2008 is dependent on the degree to which permittees comply with the RGP’s
terms and conditions, particularly its reporting requirement, A copy of the terms and conditions of RGP 63 may

Do I need a permit to do work in an emergency sifuation?

Department of the Army authorization, through a Corps permit, is required to conduct regulated
activities within waters of the United States. This requirement holds even in emergency sifuations.
33 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) 325.2(e}(4) provides for the implementation of expedited
processing procedures for the review, coordination, and decision making associated with Corps
permit applications during emergency sifuations. Permit decisions may be made in a matter of days
or hours depending upon the urgency of the situation.

How does the Corps respond to requests for emergency authorization?

In response to specific requests from the regulated public, including situations which pose a threat to
human life or property, the District Engineer (DE) must determine whether an emergency permit
response is warranted. If so, the DE must recommend appropriate special permitting procedures to
the Division Engineer, who will instruct the DE as to further processing of such applications.

Division Engineers are authorized to approve special processing procedures in emergency situations,

- though even in such situations, reasonable efforts must be made to receive comments from interested
Federal, State, and local agencies, and the affected public. The DE’s determination of appropriate '
mitigation requirements for activities anthorized under emergency procedures may be deferred if
necessary, as dictated by the circumstances of an emergency situation.

In many cases, responses to emergency situations that require a Corps permit may be authorized very
quickly through a variety of General Permits, including Nationwide Permits and Regional General
Permits (RGPs). In the Los Angeles District, RGP 63 was established to address emergency situations
in which the work would result in minimal effects to the environment. This permit authorizes
discharges of dredged or fill material into Waters of the United States, including wetlands, and/or
work or structures in Navigable Waters of the United States for necessary repair and protection
measures associated with an emergency situation. An “emergency situation”, for purposes of RGP
63, is present where there is a clear, sudden, unexpected, and imminent threat to life or property
demanding immediate action to prevent or mitigate loss of, or damage to, life, health, property or
essential public sexvices (i.e,, a situation that could potentially result in an unacceptable hazard to life
or a significant loss of property if corrective action requiring a permit is not undertaken immediately).



How do [ apply for anthorization under RGP 637

The applicant must notify the DE as early as possible and shall not begin the activity until notified by
the DE that the activity may proceed under this RGP including any site-specific special conditions
imposed by the District or Division Engineer. The notification should be in writing and include the
following information:

1. The name, address, and telephone number of the applicant and the designated point of
contact and their address and telephone number; _

2. The location of the proposed project in detail, including the identification of the
waterbody(ies) (this should include a copy of a U.5. Geologic Survey [USGS] topographic
map, Thomas Guide map, or hand-drawn location map with suitable landmarks; the map
should have sufficient detail to clearly indicate the location and extent of the project, as well as
detailed direcions fo the site);

3. A brief, but clear, description of the imminent threat to life or property and the proposed
project’s purpose and need;

4. A description of methods anticipated to be used to rectify the situation (“field engineering”
is not an adequate description. Plans, drawings or sketches showing the area o be impacted,
cross sections showing details of construction, and a short narrative describing how the work
is to be completed should be provided as a minimum); and

5. A brief description of the project area’s existing conditions and anticipated impacts resulting
from the proposed work (amount of dredge or fill material, removal of significant vegetation,

loss of habitat, efc.).

Whom should I contact in an emergency?

The applicant must notify the Corps by telephone, facsimile, delivered written notice or other
alternative means as early as possible and shall not begin the activity until notified by the DE or
Corps Regulatory staff that the activity may proceed under this RGP. The Corps recognizes there are
rare situations where imminent and dire threats to life may oceur necessitating action before a Corps
perinit can be secured. In such circumstances, notification must be made to the Corps prior to,
during, or immediately after such work occurs.

The White House Febnuary 16, 2001, Memorandum for the
Secreteries of Defense, the Interior, Agricnlture, snd Commeroe and the Administrator of the
Environmentz] Protection Agency conceming this issue provides: “The Federsl Government
should make every effort to work with Califarnia end to help its citizens, I heveby directall ..
relevant Foderal sgencies to expedite Federa) permit reviews and decision procedures with
respoot to siting end operetion of power plants in Californie. All actions teken must be consistent
with statute end ensure continued protection of public health snd the environment while
preserving eppropriate opportunities for public participation.”

2. Based on the ebove White House Memorandum, you are instrusted to uss ths provisions of
33 CFR 325.2 (cX(4) “Emergency procedures " where the circumstances of a particular permit
Tequirement mest the definition of “amsrgency” sat forth in that provision, Exemples of activities
that would quatify for emergency permit procedures include pipelines that supply incrcesed oil
for clectrical production facilities, energy distribution facilities, and spergy production fecilities,
such 38 electricel penerating facilities. =

3. As directed by the White Houss, permits for activities that are nacessary to address shortfells
i olectrical supply and production in the State of Californie should be expedited, Furthermore,
distriets should utilize to the maxinum extent possible, appropriate regulztory procedures that
expadite permit decisions for such activities. The emergency permit procedures in Carps
regulations address the need for appropriate federal, state, local zgency rnd afficted public
involvement. Jn eddition to ths eveilebility of the emergency permitting process, distriots wil
maximize the use of mationwids end repional general permits for these activitics.

Service field offices in California and Nevada should review the appropriate
regulations and regional guidance for responding to emergency sifuations.

2. 33 CFR 325.2(e){4) describes emergency procedures for the Corps of
Engineers Reguiatory Program, whereas, 50 CFR 402.05 describes emergencies
for Endangared Spacies Act consuitation purposes. Supplemental regional
guidance for processing emergency authorizations was issued in Mar 1895 (SPD
PGL 0O-85-01) with subsequent corrections and extensions (SPD PGL 0-98-01)
issued in Jan 1268, Feb 1988, and Dec 2000,

3. Corps of Engineers headguarters issued additional emeangency parmit

procedures guidancs in Dec 1897, which is stilt appllcabie as we approach the
winter wet season.

4. Also, several districts previously issued Regional General Permits that
authorized emergency and recovery actions associated with the 1897-98 El Nino
weather events. These and other RGP's for emergency repair work ware
developed in close cooperation with the FWS and National Marine Fisheries

Service. Wa strongly recommend that each district and field office do likewise in
preparation for the winter rains. _

should read “3.c.” which requires 8 writien reguest for variance from normal procedures.

. A typographical error also oocurs in subparagraph 3.e(vi). “3.b." should read *3.d.”

2. The ahove should clarify the inteat of the referenced PGL’s. The besis for this guidance is to
assure compliance with the provisions of 33 CFR Part 325,2(e)}{4) and to provide the necessary
records to support actions teken during significant emergency events, such gs the El Nino storm-
related floods of 1998 in California. Additionally, my intent is to clarify that “emergency permits”
do not exist; “emergency procedures™ are provided for by regulstion. In every case the Corps of
Enginears is required to provide assurances that sensitive environmental resources and public
mtereﬂ concesns sre cons:daed even ia times of emergency.

SUBJECT: Emergency Permit Procedures

1. The purpose of this memorandum is to provids a concise description of emergency procedures
available under the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers Regulatory Program.  This memorsndum may
be distributed es public information sbout thess procedures.

2. Pursuant to 33 CFR 325.2(e}(4), emergency situstions sre defined as those in which an
unacceptable hazard to life, 8 significant loss of property, or an immediate, unforesesn, and
significant economic herdship would result if corrective action requiring a permit is not
undertzken within a time period less then the normal time needed to process the apphicetion under
standsrd procedures. _

3. I response to specific requests from the regulated public, or in response to situstions which
generelly poss a threat to human fife or property, the district engineer nmst determine whether an
CMSTECACY permit response is warranted. If so, the district engineer rmust explsin the situation aad
recommend appropriate specizl permitting procedures to the division engineer, who will instruct
the district engineer as to firther processing of such applications.

4. Inresponse to recommendations from district engineers, division engineers sre suthorized to
approve special processing procedures in emergency situations, in order to authorize necessary
actions requiring permits more quickly than the normal permitting procedirres would aflow,

5. Even in emergency situstions, reasonsble efforts will be made to receive comments Som
interested Federsl, State, and local agencies, and the sffected public. The district enpineer’s
determination of appropriate mitigetion requirements for individual activities suthorized under
emergency procedures may be deferred if that is necessary, as dictated by the exigent
circumstances of an emergency situation. Neither the solicitation of comments, nor the
determination of mitigation requirements should ever delay the emergency authorization of
urgently needed work to respond to an emergency situation. In extreme emergencies, district
engineers may immediately suthorize, or authorize afler-the-fact, activities that must preceed
without delay to protect life and/or property. This may inchide oral authorization where
necessary. Coordination and any public notice of the activity in such stuations could be
after-the-fact, if the emergency response so requires. : :

6. In simstions where there are predicied events that are expecied to result in the need for
emergency permitting by the Corps, advance measures should be taken. For example, in
preparation for the expected weather snomalies with the 1997/1998 El Nino, the districts in the
South Pacific Division are issuing regional general permits that will cover most emergency sad
recovery sctions. The districts are zlso providing the fiood control agencies with 24-hour phene
aumbers (pagers) for communication with the Corps Regulatory Program. This is essentisl to
provide access for the most probable permit applicants dusing emergency situations.

7. In order to nform sll mterested parties of the implementation of sn emergency permit prooess,
s detailed in 33 CFR 325.2(e)4), the district engineer nmst publish appropriate notice of sny
special procedures authorized, and of the rationale supporting those procedures, as soon 25
practicsble. In cases of extreme emergency, this could be sfier-the-fuct.

8. In smsnmary, the focus of the emergency permit procedures is to confirm that, when an
emergency situation occurs, the district should fulfill 2s many standard procedurs] requirements as
are reasonably allowed by the emergency situstion, but the district will nat delzy 8 timely response

Emergency Authorizations - Procedures for
The Regulatory Program

1. Purpose: To provide guidance with respect to submission of reguests for implementation of
Emergency Procedures under the provisions of 33 CFR Part 325.2(e)(4).

2. Applicability; This guidance is applicable to 2l district offices within the South Pasific
Division and is effective NLT 31 March 1995,

3. Guidance:

a. 33 CFR Part 325.2(e}(4) provides for implementation of significantly modified
procedures for the review, coordination and decision making with respect to permit applications
in emergency situations that "... 'would result in an unacceptable hazard to life, & significant loss of
property or an immediate, unforeseen and significant economic hardship...=.

b. It must be understood that there is no such thing =5 an "Emergency Permit®; the
regulstions make no provision for issuing sn *Emergency Permit® however that term might be
defined. The regulation requires that "... even in an emergency situation...” reasonable efforts will

be made to coordinate with Federal, state and Iocal spencies and the sffected public,

- . Except in the most urgent of situations, requests for authority to use specisl
processing procedures will be signed by the District Engineer or his Deputy. The request shall be
submitted in writing via LAN or FAYX wansmission addressed to Commander, South Pacific
Division, ATTN: CESPD-CO (Regulatory). Copies may be sent to other Division elements
(i.e. Office of Counsel, Deputy Commander eic.) at the District's discretion.

d. The District will make reasonable efforts to obtain the views and comments with -
respect to the proposed action from the appropriate Federal, state and local agencies as well as
the affected public. Records of these contacts and the District's evaluation will be part of the
written recommendation required by 3.a. above.

e. As s minimum, the following information is to be provided to the Division Engineer:

() Applicant’s name, address and telephone number (or the applicant’s agent)

~ Application number
Location of the proposed activity

Description of the proposed activity including schematic drawings of
sufficient detail to describe the work propesed.

(v) The District's assessment of the circumstances justifying the use of special
procedures. '

Record copies of the contacts described in paragreph 3.b. above.

(vi) Any special conditions appropriate to the proposed activity as determined
by the District Engineer and/or recommended by other commenting
ggencies. . -

(vii) Statement regarding conformance with state water qualitjr certificetion
 requirements and/or coastal zone management requirements, when
applicable,

£ In cases of extreme urgency requiring, in the District Engineer’s opinion, immediate
response and follow on action, the sbove information may be relayed via telephone to CESPD-
CO-R with written follow-up via electronic transmission within 24 hours. Verbal reports should

be well organized and suecinct in format to facilitate full and complete understanding of the -
situation. _ _

Additional Information:

a. ' The Division will provide written response within 12 hours of the receipt of the
District's request provided all of the essential information is availzble. In cases of extreme
urgency, approvals with any sppropriate conditions, will be provided verbally followed by written
confirmation. ' -
